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PURPOSES  AND  FEATURES 

This  Workbook  is  designed  to  give  further  practice  in  the 
vocabulary  and  the  concepts  presented  in  Finding  New  Neigh- 
bours, Third  Reader,  Level  I,  of  the  GINN  BASIC  READERS 
and  in  the  word-study  and  comprehension  skills  developed  in 
the  accompanying  Manual. 

The  purposes  of  the  exercises  presented  in  the  Workbook 
overlap  those  of  the  preceding  levels  and  anticipate  the  objec- 
tives of  the  succeeding  levels  of  the  series.  The  Workbook  is 
a valuable  aid  in  the  maintenance,  review,  and  reteaching  of 
the  skills  developed  in  the  Manual.  Most  exercises  follow 
familiar  work  patterns.  New  patterns  are  repeated  one  or  more 
times  in  the  Workbook. 

The  Workbook  features  colourfully  illustrated  pages  which 
enhance  its  value  as  a teaching  aid.  The  exercises  are  attractive 
and  pupil  interest  is  stimulated  by  the  addition  of  colour. 
-^Word-study  skills  are  presented  in  the  Workbook  following 
their  introduction  and  development  in  the  Manual.  Through  a 
variety  of  exercises,  skills  are  reviewed  and  practised  in  wordi 
recognition,  phonetic  analysis,  and  structural  analysis,  and  word, 
meanings  are  extended.  These  exercises  are  a valuable  medium 
for  checking  the  mastery  of  skills  involving  phonetic  and  struc- 
tural analysis  or  for  reteaching  them.  Several  exercises  are  pre- 
sented to  measure  the  children’s  ability  to  attack  new  words 
through  phonetic  analysis. 

The  Workbook  maintains  the  comprehension  skills  intro-V 
duced  at  this  and  preceding  levels  and  extends  them  to  include 
more  difficult  skills,  such  as  skimming,  reading  pictorial  maps, 
and  syllabication. 

The  Workbook  further  presents  opportunities  for  the  pupils 
to  read  creatively:  to  see  cause-and-effect  relationships,  classify, 
detect  the  mood  of  a situation,  relate  story  facts  to  personal  ex- 
periences, generalize,  and  form  judgments. 

Most  exercises  in  this  Workbook  are  headed  by  directional 
sentences  for  the  children.  When  new  words  are  used  in  these 
directions,  they  are  noted  in  the  material  for  the  teacher  at  the 
side  of  the  page.  Such  new  words  should  always  be  introduced 
by  the  teacher. 

Although  the  teacher  should  supervise  the  use  of  the  Work- 
book, this  use  of  directional  sentences  minimizes  the  necessity 
for  teacher  explanation  and  develops  independent  work  habits. 
It  also  helps  to  provide  for  individual  differences.  Independent 
work  is  encouraged  for  superior  readers,  average  readers  require 
less  instruction,  and  slower  learners  can  successfully  complete 
the  exercises  with  teacher  direction  or  as  a group  activity. 

Although  the  emphasis  throughout  is  on  teaching  rather  than 
testing,  this  Workbook  presents  four  Vocabulary  Tests  of  the 
mastery  of  the  words  presented  as  new  in  Finding  New  Neigh- 
bours. Complete  directions  for  giving  the  tests  and  lists  of  the 
words  to  be  tested  will  be  found  on  the  inside  back  cover  of  this 
Workbook.
